PEKING, May 15.—Banditry in 
six provinces, anti-Japanese riots

The captives are threat- 
ened with death unless the Peking 
government, indorsed by reliable 
foreigners, agrees to grant the brig- 
ands immunity for their crime, 
restore them to their places in 
the army from which they were 
discharged, and immediately recall 
the troops besieging them. 

At Tangshan in Chihli province 
Sunday morning Chinese troops 
mutinied and attempted to loot a 
native bank.

DEMAND AMMUNITION

FAMOUS HEIR 
TO MILLIONS 
DEAD AFTER 
LONG ILLNESS

MENTONE (France) May 16.— 
George Jay Gould, the American 
financier, who had been ill here 
for some time, died at 3 o'clock 
this morning. 

Mr. Gould was stricken with 
pneumonia at his villa on Mareh 
20. For several days his condition 
remained critical, but he then ral- 
lied and on April 3 was said to 
be out of danger. Three weeks 
‘Jater, however, he suffered a re- 
lapse and on May 3 took a turn 
for the worse. 


George Jay Gould, financier and 
railroad man, succeeded to the 
leadership of the famous Gould 
family upon the death of his fa- 
ther, Jay Gould, Dec. 2, 1892. 

In addition to assuming Trespon- 
sibility, as trustee and executor, 
for the $80,000,000 estate left by 
his father, he carried on and ex- 
panded the great railroad holdings 
of the latter and within a few 
years, during which he applied the 
lessons learned from the elder 
Gould, he became one of Ameri- 
ca’s foremost railroad financiers. 
The 6000 miles of road left by Jay 
Gould grew into more than 20,000 
miles under the management of 
his son, while the many invest- 
ments in’ other huge enterprises, 
including the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company, also were largely 
managed by the principal heir. 

George Jay Gould was born in 
New York City on Feb. 6, 1864. 

Mr. Gould's first marriage was 
in 1886 to Edith Kingdon, who 


the Gould estate at Lakewood, N 
J., in November, 1921. From this 
union there were five children. 

In May, 1922, Mr. Gould mar-. 
ried Jeanne Sinclair, a former ac- 
tress, thirty years his junior. As 
a consequence of this second mar- 
riage Mr. Gould lost property val- 
ued at $3,000,000 left by hig first 
wife, which reverted to a trust 
fund for her children.

The first tee will be 
Placed on this knoll and the first 
drive will be down a gentle slope 
to the green, an easy two shot. 

Winding through a rather un- 
dulating, but not steep plain the 
course runs in and about the small 
canyons until the eighteenth hole, 
a dog's leg affair, approaches the 
knoll and the eighteenth green ts 
directly undar tho clubhouse.

FORMER LEADER 


OF FRANCE DEA 


—— 
Ex-Premier Il'reycinet 
Twice Fought Germans 


Policies Influenced Nation 
for Many Years 


Was 94 Years of Age at 
Time of Death 


{BY CABLE AND ASSOCIATED 

PARIS, May 15.--Former Pre- 
mier De Freycinet is dead. 

The former Premier, who was 
94 years of age, had been in poor 
health for some time. He and for- 
mer Premier Clemenceau were old- 
time friends and it was recalled 
today that one of jhe first Visits 
the Tiger paid on his return from 
the United States in January was 
to De Freycinet, with*whom he dis- 
cussed his American trip and. the 
reparations question. The aged 
De Freycinet became somewhat ex- 
cited and after the visit of Clemen- 
ceau, De Freycinet’s physician for- 
bade other visitors. In Webruary, 
however, M. De Freycinet was 50 
far improved that he was able to 
attend the meeting of the French 
Academy and visit Premier Poin- 
care. 

Charles Louis de Saulces de 
Freveinet was one of the grand 
old men of France. As Vice-Preai- 
dent of the Council of Ministers 


and Secretary of State in the War 
Ministry formed by Aristide 
Briand, in October, 1915 M. De 


Freycinet, then in his eighty-sev- 
enth year, enjoyed the distinction 
of being the only member of the 
government who had also particti- 
pated in the government during the 
Franco-Prussian War of 1870-71, 
when he was chief of the military 
cabinet under Gambetta. 
IN TWO GREAT WARS 

Thus he helped pilot the French 
ship of state in two great wars 
with the Germans, and in the in- 
terim of more than forty years he 
held portfolios in numerous cab- 
inets, carrying out a great scheme 
for the state ownership of the 
French railways and, as Minister 
of War, in the early nineties, ¢s- 
etablishing a three-year system of 
obligatory military service, organ- 
izing the French general staff, in- 
creasing and strengthening the 
number of fortresses on the fron- 
tiers and improving French arms 
and ammunition. It was in no 
emall degree that France was in- 
debted to De Freycinet for the fact 
that she was prepared to check the 
great German invasion in 1914. 

He was born at Foix, in the de- 
partment of the Ariege, November 
14, 1828, son of Louis Claud de 
Saulces de Freycinet a 
igator and savant, and 
himself began his career 
a scientific man. At an early 
age he wrote such books as “A 
Treatise on Rational Mechanics,” 
“A Study of Infinitesimal Analy- 
sis” and “The Mathematical Theo- 
ry of Railroad Gradients’ —books 
which are on the shelves of the 
New York Put§ic Library today— 
and he won a’ high reputfition as 
a mining and railroad engineer. He 
was traffic manager of the South- 
ern Railroad of France when he 


as 


was only 23 years of age. 
WAS GAMBETTA CHIEF 
On the establishment of the 


Third Republic in September, 1876, 
he was appointed by Gambetta as 
prefect of the department of Tarn- 
et-Garronne. In October, when 
Gaambetta escaped from Paris to 
Tours in a balloon to reorganize 
the government, that fiery patriot 
picked De Freycinet as chief of his 
military cabinet, and it was the 
latter who pulled together the 
French troops which had been de- 
moralized by successive defeats, 
and enabled Gambetta to raise 
army after army to oppoee the in- 
vading Germans. With Gambetta, 
he left the French government aft- 
er the armistice with the Prussians 
was signed. 

Hie was, however elected Sena- 
tor for the department of the Seine 
in 1876, as a follower of Gambet- 
ta, and was regularly returned to 
the Senate throughout his life. 

In the Dufaure Cabinet of 1877 
he was Minister of Public Works 
and in that position he inaucurateq 
his scheme for the gradual ac- 
quisition of the railways by the 
State, and the construction of new 
lines at a cost of 3,000,006 francs, 
and developing the cana! system at 
the cost of a billion. He retained 


istry, and succeeded his chief as 
Prime Minister and Minister of 
Foreign Affairs in 1879. This was 
the first of many times that he 
held the Premiership. We passed 
an amnesty for the Communists, 
and made a preliminary effort to 
solve the question of Church and

Donlin, in a letter to E. M. Craig, 
secretary of the Bullding Con- 
struction Employers’ Association, 
asked that the thirteen. unions 
which repudiated the award be 
taken hack into the fold and not 
punished far thefr rebellion. 
Mr. Craie’s reply to the request 
follows tn part: 


help tn November, ig%1, by the 
contractors who were fighting to 
establish the Landis award, the 
citinens’ committee told the con- 
tractovs that the only besis upon 


cste@ was a fight not to compro- 
mise, but for a permanent clean- 
up. These conditions were ac- 
cepted in writing by the contrac- 
tors. 


“FORGET AND FORGIVE” 

“Every union, with the exception 
of the carpenters, who were al- 
ready on the open-shop basis, was 
begged and beseeched by the com- 
mittee to accept the award. Inter- 
national presidents were brought 
here to persuado the local unions. 
The unlons were told that their 
failure to return to the award 
would mean a permanefit open- 
shop status, but with one excep- 
tion the insurgent unions in the 
present open-shop trades flouted 
the award. 

“Mr. Donlin asked the citizens of 
Chicago to forget and forgive.*The 
citizens’ committee cannot forget 
that the building industry for the 
last thirty years has been one 
series of controversy and com- 
promise; that there is not a larger 
center in the country where the 
bullding trades are 100 per cent 
unionized that conditions are not 
similar to those that prevailed in 
Chicago before the citizens’ com- 
mittee was organized; while in those 
communities where the industry is 
not completely monopolized by 
union labur, conditions are fair, 
building is uninterrupted, and costs 
are lower. 


FIGHT UNIONS 

“The committee believes that to 
meke contracts with any one of 
the unions in trades now open 
shop, and thereby returning the 
monopoly of that trade to such 
unions, would mean that within 
six months the entire industry 
would again be solidly unionized, 
the conditions would be even 
worse than they were two years 
ago, and all the time and money 
spent in the effort to clean up the 
industry would be wasted. 

“The citizens’ committee stands 
firm to its policy that contracts 
should be renewed with the nine- 
teen unions which have stood 
loyally to their pledge with the 
Landis award, but the fourteen 
trades which repudiated the 
award should not again he given 
control of their industry, and will 
continue its ald and support to all 
contractors who follow out this 
policy.”

MODERN DISTILLERY SEIZED 


ADMIT LIQUORS, | 
DENY THE REST 


Two Charges Against Mr. 
and Mrs. Cory Dismissed 
Noted Engineer Attributes 
Raid to Spite W ork 


Seized Photographs Objects 
of Art, He Declares 


Harry T. Cory, noted engineer in 
charge of part of the work on 
the Palos Verdes development 
project, and his wife, Mrs. Ida 
J. Cory, were arraigned in Jus- 
tice Scott's court yesterday on com- 
plaints charging them with having 
Mquor and property designed for 
the manufacture of intoxicating 


liquor in their possession. Through 
their attorney, Isidore Dockweiler, 
Mr. and Mrs. Cory pleaded guilty 
to the charge of possessing intox- 
icans, but pleaded not gulity to 
the second charge. Their hearings 
on this is scheduled for May 28. 

The Hermosa Beach home of Mr. 
and Mrs. Cory was entered Friday 
night by Special Investigators 
Woodside and Christie of the Dis- 
trict Attorney's office. Seven quarts 
of gin, one quart of Scotch whisky 
and one quart of claret were intro- 
duced at the arraignment as the 
complete quantity of confiscated 
liquors. 

The seized liquors were brou ht 
to the district Attorney's offiice 
Monday night with a truckload 
of other intoxicants, mash, etc., 
confiscated on other raids. The 
total value of the liquor taken at 
the Cory home was less than $100 
instead of $4000, as was given out. 
Mr. and Mrs. Cory frankly admit- 
ted possession of the liquor but 
flatly denied the rest of the more 
or less sensational charges made 
public by the officials in charge 
of the case. These include allega- 
tions that complaints had been 
made by neighbors of noisy parties 
at the Cory home. Mr. Cory said 
he knew of but one con:pleint and 
that that was made by telephone 
by an unidentified woman. He de- 
nied it was justified and attributes 
the visit of the officers to. spite 
work on the part of this person. 
No evidence has been adduced 
showing either liquor parties or 
more than the one complaint. 

The “photographs of nude per- 


‘sons’ seized by the officers were 


nothing more nor less than photo- 
graphs of art paintings, Mr. Cory 
said, instead of being of persons 
who have visited his home. 

The officer is quoted as saying 
that Mrs. Cory was found cperat- 
ing a still. This is flatly dented by 
Mr. and Mrs. Cory, who state they 
were not even at home at the time 
of the seizure of two supposed stills. 
It is admitted by the authorities 
that these devices had no coils, 
which are essential parts of ope- 
rating stills. 


DENIES STILLS FOUND 

The finding of what are described 
as a five gallon still and seven- 
galion stil lin the Cory home, ac- 
cording to Deputy  Dist.-Atty. 
Burke, was the basis for the com- 
claint charging the engineer and 
his wife with possessing property 
designed for the manufacture of 
intoxicants. Deputy Dist.-Atty. 
Burke stated that the coils of the 
stilla were missing. 

Mr. Cory denied that any stills 
were found in his home. 

“Two men came to my home last 
Friday night and stated they had 
a warrant to search the house. I 
learned later that they had no 
search warrant,” said Mr. Cory. 

“I admitted to the officers that I 
had some liquor and voluntarily 
gave them seven quarts of gin, one 
quart of Scotch and one quart of 
claret. On the following day Mrs. 
Cory and myself were absent from 


home. When we returned we 
learned that the house had been 
ente and ransacked. What was 


removed from the house I @o not 
know, but we did not possess «ny 
stili«” 

Earlier in the day Investigator 
Woodside stated for publication 
that he had also confiscated several 
nude pictures. Mrs. Cory explained 
that the “nude pictures’ were con- 
tained in a travel book obtained by 
her in Naples and which contains 
reproductions of famous paintings 
in the Naples galleries. 


DISMISS OTHER CHARGES

her possession, Madalynne Ober- 
chain, through her attorney, W. B. 
Beirne, late yesterday announced 
she contemplated filing charges 
against Harold Carlton, who turned 
the articles over to a local news- 
paper with the information that 
they had been given to him by 
Mrs. Obenchain to destroy. 

Mrs. Obenchain’s explanation of 
the manner in which the articles 
came into her possession took 
more than an hour, and at the end 
of that time Chief Deputy District 
Attorney Keyes announced that the 
charges made by Carlton were “all 
bunk.” 

Mrs. Obenchain satisfactorily 
explained to me how the articles 
turned in’ by Carlton came to be 
in her possession, and I am con- 
vinced that possession of the same 
in no way connects Mre. Obenchain 
with the escape of Clara Phillips 
from the County Jail,"" Keyes de- 
clared. 


MOTIVE QUESTIONED 

The story told Keyes by Mrs. 
Obenchain tended to cast a ques- 
tion on the motive which actu- 
ated Carlton in turning the arti- 
cles over to a local newspaper, it 
was said. 

Mrs. Obenchain stated that after 
she was informed of her rejease 
from the County Jail (the after- 
noon before Mra. Phillips's escape) 
she was in her cell only once or 
twice before she left the building, 
and had nothing to do with the 
packing of her belongings. The 
packing was done, she stated, by 
Alma Smith, a prisoner in the 
women's quarters of the jail, and 
another woman, whose name she 
could not recall. 

Her suit cases were left in the 
matron's department that night 
and were not called for until the 
evening of the next day, when 
friends obtained them. 

It was not until a week later 
that she discovered the articles 
later turned over to the newspaper 
by Carlton, she stated. She then 
recognized a picture frame as be- 
longing to Mrs. Phillips, and stated 
that this had been given to her by 
the hammer murderess shortly 
after the latter's conviction. 

“One day just after her convic- 
tion she came into my cell, and 
threw the frame in upon my bed 
and said to me, ‘I'm cleaning out 
my cell. Here is a souvenir for 
you. I don’t think I'll need it in 
San Quentin,’” Mrs. Obenchain 
stated. 

This was the only article turned 
in by Carlton that Mrs. Obenchain 
could identify as belonging to Mrs. 
Phillips. The other articles, a 
night @ress and powder puff, may 
have belonged to the hammer mur- 
deress, Mrs. Obenchain stated, but 
she was not sure. 

According to her rtatement, Carl- 
ton came to her home at the time 
she was unpacking uer belongings 
and inquired why she had set cer- 
tain articles aside. She told him 
that they did not dbelons to her and 
that she had no use for them. He 
was informed that the picture 
frame formerly belonged to Mrs. 
Phillips and he asked if she would 
give it to him. 

He was asked what he ‘wanted 
was the articles, Mrs. Obenchain 
stated, and informed her that he 
might give them to a girl friend. 
It was then that she turned the 
articles over, according to her 
statement. 

“I never inquired about them 
after he took them and dismissed 


the matter from my mind.” she |~ 


stated. “If I had any article be- 
longing to Mrs. Phillips and wanted 
to get rid of it I certainly wouldn't 
have turned it over to that boy.” 


TELLS OF LOAN 


She then related the circum- 
stances leading to a loan of $35 
she made Carlton and also mat- 
ters relating the repairing of a 
house she had purchased. Carl- 
ton’s father was to purchase the 
lumber and provide the labor, she 
stated, but because of a misunder- 
standing she later took the matter 
in her own hands and dismissed 
Cariton. 

Mrs. Obenchain declared that 
Carlton had come to her some time 
past and told her unless she re- 
turned a ring, which he had given 
her as security for the loan of $35, 
he would tell the District At- 
torney’s office that she assisted 
Mre. Phillips to escape. 

“He also told me that In addi- 
tion to the ring he wanted $100 
for information he and his father 
had given me regarding the tamp- 
ering with my mail after my re- 
lease from jail,” Mrs. Obenchain 
stated. “He sald they (Carlton 
and his father) had been to con- 
siderable trouble and annexygnce 
and that they hed run the risk 
of losing their jobs because of 
their having divulged this informa- 
tion. I*told him to go ahead and 
tell whatever story he wanted, that 
I had nothing to fear.”

Wobbly Ranks Blasted as 200 
Return to Jobs 


Shipowners Declare Walkout 

| Virtually. Ended 

Police Ready for Expected 
Red Influx 


Two hundred striking longshore- 
men, members of the Federation 
of Marine Transport Workers of 
the Pacific Coast, returned quietly 
te their posts late yesterday aicer- 
noon, bringing the strike te qa vir 
tual end. In reality nothing lfke a 
strike now exists at the harbor, 
members of the Shipowners’ Asso- 
ciation declared, although officially 


is in effect. 


Conditions at the poft are prac- 
tically normal today, it was stated. 


There are 2200 men at work, the 
largest number since the inception 
of the walkout, and no difficulty is 
being encountered in loading and 
unloading the vessels. 

Realizing that the _ strike has 
proven a complete fizzle, I.W.W. 
headquarters in Portland, Or., has 
called off the ‘walkout at all Pacific 
Coast ports except Los Angeles 
Harbor. This is interpreted by the 
ship owners and police to mean 
that a last despairing effort is to 
be made here to save the situation 
for the Reds. ; 


EXPECT RED INFLUX 

The calling off of the strike on 
the Pacific Coast, it is expected, 
will be followed by the influx of 
hordes of Wobblies to the harbor 
here from the,.north. These are 
expected to supplement the efforts 
of the Reds already here in caus- 
ing trouble, and in attempting to 
frighten loyal workmen into leav- 
ing their positions. 

This belief was further strength- 
ened as a result of the arrest of 
Walter Kohrs and T. Hensvig, ac- 
credited Wobbly delegates, who 
arrived at the harbor from Aber- 
deen, Wash., two days ago and 
since then have been busy in sign- 
ing up members to the Red organ- 
ization, according to police. The 
two organizers are held on a 
charge of criminal syndicalism. 
They are members of the loggers’ 
branch of the LW.W., police offi- 
cials stated, and are believed to be 
the advance guards for the swarm 
of Reds expected here soon. 

Every precaution is being taken 
by police to prevent trouble after 
they arrive. They will be dealt 
with summarily, it was indicated, 
should they violate any of the laws. 


HARBOR IS QUIET 

As a result of the general round 
up of Reds Monday the streets at 
the harbor were entirely clear of 
Wobblies for the first time since 
the strike began. But six as- 
serted Wobbles were arrested at 
the port during the day and the

Mexicans Given 
Aid by Change 


in Revenue Act 


United States Collector of In- 
ternal Revenue Goodcel!l yesterday 
received notice of an amendment 
to the Internal Revenue Act that 
will act for the benefit of thousands 
of Mexican laborers who, while 
residents of Mexico, are employed 
in California. The améndment is 
retroactive, as it applies to returns 
made for 1922. Nonresident aliens 
who are residents df Canada also 
come under the amendment. 
| Under the ruling, in the cases 
of nonresident aliens who are resi- 
dents of México, the nermal tax 
is at the rate of 4 per cent on $4000 
of the net income for labor or 
personal services performed in the 
United States in excess of the 
credits allowed, and at the rate of 
8S per cent on the remainder of 
the net income in excess of stich 
credits. The law is also changed 
to allow alien individuals resident 
in Mexico credit for dependents. 

Prior to the amendment the 
normal tax on the firat $4000 of 
the net ineome of nonresident 
Mexicans was 8 per cent, and no 
credit was allowed for dependents 
or for personal exemption. 

In view of the fact that the tax 
withheld by employers for 1922 is 
not payable until June 15, 1923, 
alien employees who are residents 
of Mexico, may, on or before June 
1, claim the credit for dependents 
to which they may be entitied for 
1922, in addition to the personal 
exemption of $1000.

UCROPE'S POLICY OF REPUDIATION 
Whenever statesmen or financiers get 
together on the other side of the Atlantic 
for any kind of a conference the dominant 
note of the opinions expressed is that the 
United States must take an active part in 
the stabilization and reconstruction of Eu- 
rope. All agree that they are helpless; 
yet why they should be is something of a 
puzzle; for there is land enough in Europe 
to raise the necessary food for the popu- 
lation and, with the exception of cotton, the 
products for housing and cloth- 

g. 

Europe's troubles are not necessarily eco- 
nomic, for she is very nearly self-support- 
ing.. Her troubles are purely political. Her 
peoples devote themselves entirely too 
much to politics and too little to industry. 

America cannot reform the politics of 
Europe. The different peoples are not pre 
pared for the kind of government we have 
in this country and it is the only. kind we 
know. Free government is only possible 
where there is enlightened public opinicn.: 
“Live and let live” is the dominant note of 
American life; but there is hardly a peo 
ple in Europe willing to concede to their 
neighbors the privileges they claim for 
themselves. 

Their statesmen and financiers say in 
the public utterances that they are seeking 
America’s advice and moral support. But 
the very instant our government or our 
financiers consider taking part tn a Buro- 
pean conference the European representa- 
tives begin to talk about our co-operating 
by canceling the debts owed us by Euro- 
pean governments. 

Hardly a conference is held on the other 
side, outside England, when the statement 
is not made that most of Kurope’s present 
troubles are due to the debts the different 
countries owe to the United States. If 
those debts were canceled, they say, eco 
nomic and financial reconstruction would 
be easy. 

Yet no government on the continent has 


edness. There is only one nation, Czecho- 
Slovakia, that formally acknowledges any- 
thing is due to us on the war account. 
Debt repudiation is one of the cardinal 
principles of Socialism; and Socialism in 
its varying forms is prevalent in Europe. 
Each country insists on collecting to the 
last penny the debts owed it by other coun- 
tries; but no one wants to pay.* Repudia- 
tion of debts is one of the principal planks 
in the Socialist platform. 
There was a time in Europe when na- 
tional debts were considered debts of hon- 
or, when peoples would make every sacri- 
fice -before they would permit a stain on 
the national credit. But Socialism has 


changed all thet. Debt evasion is now 
considered the height of national diplo- 
macy. 


While Europe continues in that frame 
of mind there can be little financial or eco- 
nomic co-operation between the two con- 
tinents. Americans, as a rule, pay their 
debts and insist upon being paid. :We cer- 
tainly bed a right to expect better things 
of France, Belgium and Italy than a denial 
of the obligations they contracted when we | 
went to their aid in 1917 and 1918. 

They now assume that we were as deeply 
interested as they, that we entered the war 
for our individual advantage, as a specula- 
tion, and found it profitable. How can 
they expect the people of this country to 
consent to contract new obligations when 
they have repudiated the old? 

It is their failure to keep the faith that 
awakens so much opposition in this coun- 
try to accepting membership in the World 
Court, although we would assume no finan- 
cial obligations in so doing. The Times 
has not lost faith in the peoples of Europe. 
It believes that they are passing through 
a crisis, that they have temporarily lost 
sight of the great principles upon which 
civilization is founded; but that they will 
regain their moral vision. 

Debt cancellation is not consonant to good 
morals. It establishes a precedent that 
would influence the relations between coun- 
tries for centuries. Somehow it recalls the 
experience of this country with the people 
in the famine districts of China. We sub- 
scribed several million dollars to aid the 
suffering; a group of Americans went into 
the district to see what progress was be- 
ing made and they were captured by ban- 
dits and held for ransom. There is not a 
great moral distinction between what the 
Chinese bandits did and what is proposed 
by those who insist on repudiation of the 
indebtedness to the people of this country. 


E WESTERN FARMER 

“Political sympathy for the farmer,” 
says the Saturday Fvening Post, “is be- 
coming overzealous.” This opinion is 
shared by most of the great papers of the 
Atiantic Coast. They find the politicians 
interested too little in the eastern ques- 
tions that once used to engage their entire 
attention and too much in questions that 
affect the great agricultura) States of the 
Mississippi Valley and the Far ‘West.

Among other proposals made 
were the ones that the fathers of four or 
more children should have no income taxes 
to pay, when the income did not exceed 
$6000, but that all bachelors should have 


their tax increased 50 per cent and child- 


less couples 20 per cent. Large families 
would have a reduction in their inheritance 
taxes, nome being’ charged on property 
which aggregated less than $40,000 in value.

It requires a mois- 
ture-laden atmosphere and grows to the 
most magnificent propartions in the 
swampy lowlands near the equator. 

Of course, miracles have been performed 
in acclimating exotics to the soil and cli- 
mate of this favored region. But so far 
with natives of the tropics plantiwgs as a 
commercial venture have not gone very far 
—the avocado being one successful excep 
tion. Oranges and dates reach their per 
fection in subtropical surroundings. 

At the same time a hardier form of the 
mahogany might be developed that would 
stand the cool nights and dry climate of 
Southern California. The expemment is 
interesting. As a commercial venture, how- 
ever, a considerable amount of investiga- 
tion and experience will be necessary to 
demonstrate that magohany will grow prof- 
itably outside its natural environment.

The closer the French and Ger 
Mans get together the farther 
apart they are.’ 

“We have known the Germans 
for 1900 years,” said Premier Poin- 
care in an address delivered Sun- 
day in France, “and we have never 


noticed that they greatly changed.” 

Morally considered, this is true. 
Peoples change their methods and 
standards of living; they make 
material and intellectual progress; 
but their passions and emotions 
vary little during the centuries. 
That is why there has not been a 
single new virtue or vice discov- 
ered or invented during the whole 
of that 1900-year period. 

The German people are dominat- 
ed by the primal ingtincts of the | sacre 
race. Who knows what they did 
1000 years ago knows what they 
will be inclined to do this year. 
The means will differ, but the pur 
pose will remain the same. 

But Premier Cuno can respond 
with equal truth that the Franks 
have not greatly changed during 
the last 1900 years. It is true, in 
a general way, that what the Ger- 
mans did to the French fifty or 
500 years ago they would do again, 
if opportunity offered. But that is 
equally true of the French. To be 
able to send a French army suc 
cessfully across the Rhine is, to 
them, an achievement, not a crime. 

Each people has ample cause to 
mistrust the other. Who under- 
stands that understands why nel- 
ther country puts any reliance in 
the paper promises of the other. 

Germany invaded France in 1870 
because Germany was the strong- 
er. It was a race to the border. 
The French arrived first, but the 
Germans came in greater numbers 
and better equipped; so it was 
French territory that was invaded.

Our grandmothers may not have 
had our modern knowledge of food 
values and ‘balanced rations, but 
they could cook! One of their 
mat delectable fishes was Bisvutt 
Whertcake. For ths sake of the 
ine«perienced housewife, I am go- 
ing to tell “Just how” to make this 
dessert: 

Old-Fashioned Individual Straw- 
berry Sherteakes: Sift together 
two and one-half cups of ordinary 
bread flour, four teaspoons of bak- 
ing powder, one-half teaspoor of 
salt and one tablespoon ef sugar. 


Work into this dry mixture, with 
the finger-tips, three tablespoons 


cup of sweet milk and ene- 
cup of cold Water. 

You should now have a rather 
wet dough. Toss it onto a well- 
floured board and pet it down into 
a circular sheet Then, with a 
floured rolling pin, gently roll it to 
three-quarters of an tnch thick. 
The next step is .to butter two 
round layer-cake pans. These two 
pans will hold the eight tndividual 
shortcakes which this recipe 
makes. Choose a cookie cutter 
which is about three inches in 
diameter—or use any other sberp- 
edged cutter you may have, such 
as a can cover, the rim ef a glass 
water tumbler, or a p. (1 per- 
sonally use an old cup which has 
no handle!) 

When you have cut eight of 
these three-inch-wide discs. from 
the dough (you will have to roll 
odd bits of the dough together to 
get out the last few discs,) place 
four discs on each of the pens. 
Slip the pans into a very hot oven 
to bake.for twenty-five minutes. 
When you remove them from the 
oven they will be light and raised 
-——tender large biscut. Split each 
biscuit open and butter well, Then 
put crushed, sweetened, fresh 
strawberries between the halves 
of each biscuit; heap more of the 
crushed strawberries on top of 
each little shortcake and add a 
generous dab of whipped cream. 

For this recipe (making eight 
individual shortcakes) you will 
need one quart (possibly more) of 
strawberries; mash them and let 
stand for an hour before making 
the biscuit, sweetening them, when 
mashed, to suit your taste. One 
gill of thick cream should do for 
all eight shortcakes (for in some 
localities one gill of double cream 
costs 30 centse—quite enough to 
spend in making a single dessert.) 
To whip this thick cream, simply 
}put it in a deep bowl which does 
not measure more than five or six 
inches across the top (some wom- 
en use a pitcher;) beat it with 
your egg beater. The cream should 
be very cold. When it begins to

Policewoman Incognito Gets

Iaying the foundation for a 
clean-up by the Board of Police 
Commissioners against the fake 
employment agencies which rob 
aspirants for jobs at the motion- 
picture studios, Chief Oaks vyes- 
owen submitted to the board a 
etailed report from Policewoman 
luala B. Ditter setting forth her 
experiences in investigating “‘agen- 
cies’’ and showing that in most 
cases she was told that before 
she could obtain studio work she 
must take a course of “make-up” 
instruction for which she must pay 
$10.
